The  Headmaster's  Message 


The  school  year  and  the  calendar  year  merge 
into  a  convenient  harmony  in  May.  The 
finality  of  the  academic  year  is  cloaked  by  the 
perennial  rebirth  of  the  world  around  us.

The  winter  months  have  been 
busy  ones  on  campus.  In  many 
respects  the  first  three  months  of 
1985  were  a  time  of  anticipation  for 
two  historic  occasions  held  this 
April:  the  Old  Guard  Testimonial 
dinner  (see  page  8)  and  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Edgar  F.  Kaiser  Visual 
Arts  Center. 

As  well,  the  winter  months  were 
a  time  of  waiting  for  construction  to 
begin  on  the  two  faculty  homes 
beyond  Ingham  and  Eames  dormito- 
ries. Their  completion  date  is  sched- 
uled for  early  August  and  their 
opening  will  mark  the  beginning  of 
the  first  phase  in  the  Academy's 
long-term  commitment  to  provide 
better  housing  for  its  faculty.

His  devotion 
to  young  people  and  to  this  Acade- 
my was  great;  his  impact  lives  on 
through  the  alumni  and  students 
whom  he  taught.  A  memorial  serv- 
ice to  honor  Heb  was  held  in  Mose- 
ley  Chapel  on  Sunday,  February  24.

The  Allies  sponsored  their  third 
annual  Golf  and  Tennis  Classic  in 
May.  Held  at  the  Haverhill  Country 
Club  and  the  Old  Colony  Tennis 
Club,  over  125  alumni,  parents  and 
friends  played  golf  and  tennis  fol- 
lowed by  an  awards  banquet.  Chair- 
man Douglas  Whynott  P'86'87'88  is 
to  be  thanked  for  his  commitment 
and  hard  work  to  make  this  tourna- 
ment so  successful.  Proceeds  from 
the  tournament,  which  began  two 
years  ago  as  a  fundraiser  by  Ronald 
and  Barbara  Liss  P'84'86,  will  bene- 
fit the  Allies'  work  at  the  Academy. 


Senior  Week  in  Washington 

The  last  week  of  April  saw  eight 
members  of  the  Class  of  1985  travel 
to  Washington,  DC  for  an  in-depth 
look  at  the  many  facets  of  our  feder- 
al government.  Hosted  for  the  sixth 
consecutive  year  by  Mrs.  Meredith 
Hornet,  mother  of  Daniel  Cross  '81, 
the  students  toured  the  Supreme 
Court,  the  chambers  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  sat  in 
on  congressional  committee  meet- 
ings as  well  as  visited  the  White 
House,  Smithsonian  Institution,  Ar- 
lington National  Cemetery  and  the 
John  F.  Kennedy  Center.  In  addi- 
tion, Mrs.  Hornet  arranged  for  the 
group  to  meet  with  Massachusetts 
Senators  Edward  Kennedy  and  John 
Kerry,  Speaker  of  the  House  Thom- 
as "Tip"  O'Neill  and  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Sandra  Day  O'Connor, 
among  others.  John  Friborg,  trip 
advisor  and  member  of  GDA's  histo- 
ry department,  commented  that 
while  many  seniors  applied  for  the 
trip,  the  students  selected  were  cho- 
sen for  their  "natural  curiosity,  keen 
knowledge  of  history  and  govern- 
ment, and  their  poise  and  level  of 
maturity."  One  of  the  trip's  require- 
ments is  that  the  students  keep  a 
daily  journal,  for  upon  their  return 
to  campus  they  gave  a  full  report  of 
their  activities  to  the  entire  student 
body  at  a  convocation. 

Spring  Term  Projects 

Dean  of  Students  Robert  Colgate 
reported  that  the  Independent  Stu- 
dy Committee  approved  twenty-five 
spring  term  projects.  Open  exclu- 
sively to  seniors,  the  projects  are 
intended  to  allow  the  student  to 
explore  a  favorite  subject  in  greater 
depth  or  to  pursue  interests  not 
offered  in  the  curriculum.  This 
year's  projects  ranged  from  conduct- 
ing biological  research,  to  directing 
the  school  play,  to  building  a 
Friendship  dory,  to  teaching  an  ad- 
vanced computer  language  to  GDA 
math  classes,  to  composing  and  per- 
forming music  or  to  painting  and 
drawing.  Each  student  is  evaluated 
by  the  project  advisor  and  the  Inde- 
pendent Study  Committee  and  pre- 
sents a  summary  of  his  or  her  work 
to  the  student  body  at  the  close  of 
the  term.

Six  hundred  alumni  and  friends  of  Governor 
Dummer  Academy  gathered  in  Boston  on 
April  3  to  honor  the  seven  Old  Guard  faculty 
emeriti  of  the  Academy  —  seven  men  who 
devoted  their  lives  to  teaching  boys  (in  the 
later  years  girls,  as  well)  not  only  how  to  read, 
write  and  solve  an  algebra  problem  but  how  to 
be  considerate  of  others,  how  to  be  an  ardent 
competitor  and  a  gentleman  on  the  athletic 
field,  how  to  have  integrity  and  self-respect. 

The  Old  Guard  were  more  than  school  teach- 
ers drumming  the  daily  lesson  into  the  heads 
of  young  boys;  they  were  in  many  respects  role 
models  for  generations  of  graduates,  something 
that  cannot  be  bought  but  can  only  be  given 
freely. 

Six  hundred  alumni,  former  headmasters, 
faculty,  parents  and  friends  came  to  honor  the 
special  bond  which  each  alumnus  who  was 
influenced  by  these  men  cherishes  to  this  day. 
Archer  des  Cognets  '49,  chairman  of  the  Old 
Guard  Testimonial,  summed  up  his  feelings  for 
these  men  by  saying,  "They  taught  us  life's 
most  important  lesson  by  their  example  — 
decency,  how  to  be  a  decent  human  being." 

They  came  from  California,  Georgia,  Florida, 
Texas,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Illinois,  Ohio, 
Wyoming,  Virginia,  Maryland,  New  York,  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  Canada,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylva- 
nia and  all  of  New  England  to  honor  the  Old 
Guard.  Alumni  from  the  class  of  1923  (predat- 
ing the  arrival  of  any  Old  Guard  member  by 
seven  years)  through  the  class  of  1980  came  to

thank  these  men  for  the  contributions  which 
they  made  to  others'  lives.  In  his  welcoming 
remarks,  master  of  ceremonies  Edgar  Kaiser,  Jr. 
'61  so  aptly  stated,  "We  have  all  come  together 
in  one  sense  to  honor  and  celebrate  that  which 
is  good  in  us,  for  each  of  these  seven  men 
influenced  our  lives  so  directly  and  so  pro- 
foundly." 


The  evening  commenced  with  a  procession 
of  the  Old  Guard,  their  wives  and  immediate 
families  with  trumpet  fanfare  through  the 
Grand  Ballroom  to  a  standing  ovation,  followed 
by  an  invocation  given  by  Rev.  Peter  Mercer, 
son-in-law  of  Arthur  Sager.  Following  dinner, 
president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  Carl  A. 
Pescosolido,  Jr.  '55  and  headmaster  Peter  Brag- 
don  welcomed  the  gathering  and  thanked 
them  for  displaying  such  an  unqualified  love 


and  devotion  to  honor  the  Old  Guard. 

Toastmaster  Edgar  F.  Kaiser,  Jr.  then  gave  a 
very  moving  speech  entitled  "The  Touch  of  the 
Master,"  which  is  reprinted  in  this  issue  for 
your  enjoyment.  The  audience  was  then  treated 
to  a  fifteen  minute  film  entitled  "The  Old 
Guard:  Men  of  All  Time"  which  featured  each 
Old  Guard  member  reminiscing  about  his  expe- 


riences —  teaching  and  otherwise  —  at  the 
Academy.  The  film  attempted  to  give  a  broad 
picture  of  each  man's  involvement  and  com- 
mitment to  Governor  Dummer  Academy  and 
teaching  which  spanned  four  decades.  The 
individual  testimonials  were  given  by  former 
headmasters   Val   Wilkie   and   Jack   Ragle   and 


toastmaster  Edgar  Kaiser.  Mr.  Wilkie  praised 
Edgar  Dunning,  Arthur  Sager  and  Thomas 
Mercer;  Edgar  Kaiser  saluted  A.  Macdpnald 
"Mac"  Murphy,  and  Jack  Ragle  gave  testimony 
to  the  contributions  made  by  Howard  Navins, 
Benjamin  Stone  and  John  Witherspoon.  The 
following  excerpts  and  photographs  taken  dur- 
ing the  dinner  will  hopefully  allow  you  to 
experience  briefly  the  wonderful  and  lasting 
moments  that  made  up  the  Old  Guard  Testimo- 
nial.

We  are  gathered  here  tonight  to  honor 
seven  men  who  have  given  a  combined 
total  of  274  years  of  service  to  Governor 
Dummer  Academy,  52  years  more  than  the 
school  has  existed.  I  cannot  resist  making  the 
comparison  between  these  seven  gentlemen 
and  the  seven  original  Mercury  astronauts  who 
were  so  brilliantly  described  by  Tom  Wolfe  in 
his  book  "The  Right  Stuff."  If  ever  seven  men 
deserved  to  be  portrayed  as  having  the  right 
stuff,  Messrs.  Dunning,  Mercer,  Sager,  Murphy, 
Stone,  Navins  and  Witherspoon  are  prime 
examples.  And  they  never  had  to  leave  the 
ground  to  prove  it. 

Woody  Allen,  one  of  our  foremost 
contemporary  philosophers,  once  said  that  95% 
of  success  comes  from  just  showing  up.  Well, 
these  men  showed  up  for  an  average  of  39 
years  each.  But  in  their  case  they  not  only 
showed  up  but  they  brought  with  them  a  level 
of  personal  dedication,  enthusiasm  and 
intellect  which  challenged  even  the  most 
recalcitrant  students  who  daily  faced  them.  I 
know  because  I  was  one  of  them. 

In  his  history  of  Governor  Dummer 
Academy,  Jack  Ragle  quotes  a  description  of 
the  school's  first  master,  Master  Moody:  "He 
was  first  and  foremost  a  teacher  gifted  with  a 
rare  knowledge  of  his  subject  and  a  way  with 
his  students.  He  had,  to  begin  with,  certain 
qualities  of  intellect,  heart,  and  temperament 
which  made  it  comparatively  easy  for  him 
either  to  curb  or  to  stimulate  the  youthful 
mind." 

Master  Moody  must  have  exemplified  the 
ideal  teacher,  the  description  continues  with: 
"His  idiosyncracies  served  merely  to  confirm 
his  genius  as  a  teacher  of  boys.  Outgoing, 
domineering,  vital,  he  devoted  himself  entirely 
to  his  responsibilities.  Quick-tempered  and 
impatient,  but  sympathetic  all  the  same,  his 
concern  was  ever  for  his  boys;  and  if  he  drove 
them  hard,  he  also  drove  himself.  He 
understood  boys,  and  they  respected  and 
admired  him." 


And  that  is  what  it  is  all  about.  These  seven 
men  labored  in  the  true  tradition  of  Master 
Moody.  To  choose  to  devote  one's  life  to  the 
service  of  one's  fellow  man  is  perhaps  the  most 
ennobling  thing  a  man  can  do. 

In  his  letter  to  the  alumni  in  1955,  Ted 
Eames  described  Ed  Dunning,  Tom  Mercer, 
Mac  Murphy  and  Art  Sager  as  the  four  men 
who  have  provided  the  foundation  upon 
which  the  school,  as  we  know  it  today,  has 
been  built.  These  four  men  had  come  with  him 
to  Governor  Dummer  in  1930.  By  1955  they 
had  served  for  twenty-five  years  and  were  soon 
joined  in  length  of  service  by  Ben  Stone,  Buster 
Navins,  and  John  Witherspoon.  Ted  Eames  said 
that  is  was  on  their  shoulders  that  the 
framework  of  the  Academy  rested.  If  I  might 
paraphrase  Mr.  Eames,  I  would  suggest  that  it 
was  their  spirit,  their  enthusiasm  and  their 
willingness  to  dedicate  their  lives  to  the  service 
of  the  school  that  lifted  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  to  a  position  of  prominence  above 
comparable  schools. 

Henry  Adams,  the  author  and  historian, 
wrote,  "A  teacher  affects  eternity;  he  can  never 
tell  where  his  influence  stops."  All  of  us  here 
tonight  are  in  some  small  or  large  way  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  devotion  of  these  seven 
men.  I  know  I  am,  and  everyone  close  to  me, 
my  family  and  my  associates  have  benefited 
because  of  the  many  lessons  I  learned  from 
them.  Their  teachings  have  an  effect  which 
transcends  the  generation  of  students  who 
have  enjoyed  firsthand  exposure  to  them. 

What  we  do  and  say  here  tonight  is  merely  a 
record  of  their  tenure.  Their  rewards  come  in 
the  form  of  the  lifetime  accomplishments  of 
their  students;  their  disappointments,  in  the 
failure  of  those  who  did  not  live  up  to  their 
potential;  and  their  immortality,  in  each  of  us. 

In  honoring  them,  in  a  very  real  sense  we 
are  honoring  ourselves. 
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"The  Touch  of  The  Master"

I  walked  into  an  auctioneer's  shop  on  16th  Street, 

corner  of  3rd, 
A  man  auctioneering  was  the  greatest  Yd  ever  heard,

Val  Wilkie  on  Edgar  Dunning 

"Ed  and  I  took  great  pleasure  in  touring  the 
new  construction  sites  on  campus.  His  careful 
eye  noticed  everything.  Every  sign  of  shoddy 
workmanship,  every  flaw,  every  squandered 
dollar.  Most  of  all  he  cared  about  students  who 
needed  some  extra  help.  His  work  squad  was 
an  example  of  his  devotion  to  youth  and  the 
production  of  the  Archon  was  another." 


Ed  Dunning's  reply: 

"Thank  you  all  so  very  much  for  giving  us  this  great 
occasion.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  have  been  associated 
with  so  many  fine  people  over  the  years.  1  have 
many  fond  memories  of  you  and  my  fellow  teachers. 
Thank  you." 
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Val  Wilkie  on  Tom  Mercer 

"How  well  we  all  remember  Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin.  It  became  for  many  years  the  center  of 
Tom  Mercer's  academic  world,  his  castle,  his 
stage.  A  master  of  our  beautiful  and  complex 
language,  his  world  was  a  learned  and  a 
learning  atmosphere  for  all  but  the  most  insen- 
sitive. A  sharing  of  words,  thoughts,  emotions 
and  pictures.  Yes,  here  one  found  the  master 
who  truly  loved  the  world  of  letters  and  those 
who  shared  it  with  his  students." 


Tom  Mercer's  reply: 

"To  sit  on  the  same  faculty  with  the  men  whom 
you  are  honoring  tonight  is  a  joy  that  1  will  share 
for  a  long,  long  time.  To  have  been  associated  with 
the  students  we  have  been  fortunate  to  have  had  at 
Governor  Dummer  Academy,  it  is  a  pleasure  that  I 
will  never  forget." 


"Once  a  teacher,  1  guess,  always  a  teacher." 

When  to  the  sessions  of  sweet  silent  thought 

I  summon  up  remembrance  of  things  past; 

I  sigh  the  lack  of  many  a  thing  I  sought,

Val  Wilkie  on  Art  Sager 

"In  terms  of  sheer  knowledge,  Art  may  not 
have  been  the  greatest  teacher,  or  coach,  or 
glee  club  director,  or  even  at  the  outset  the 
director  of  public  speaking,  but  he  was  THE 
BULL.  He  inspired,  he  injected  others  with  that 
Sager  confidence  and  self-assurance.  His  half- 
time  orations  could  make  a  175  lb.  lineman  feel 
like  220  lbs.  You  have  had  a  great  effect  on 
hundreds  upon  hundreds  of  students.  You 
have  told  them  that  they  can  succeed  beyond 
their  wildest  expectations  and  they  believed 
you.  All  of  us  here  are  the  better  for  having 
been  touched  by  that  Sager  magic." 
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Art  Sager's  reply: 

"By  the  way,  it's  great  to  see  all  you  kids  here. 
You  haven't  changed  a  bit." 

"In  1930,  Ted  Eames  said  to  me,  'Art,  I  want  you 
to  start  a  glee  club.'  " 

"In  1940,  Ted  Eames  said  to  me,  'Art,  I  want  you 
to  teach  a  course  in  meteorology.'  " 

"In  1950,  Ted  Eames  said,  'Art,  I  think  we  ought 
to  have  a  speech  course.'  " 

"The  things  that  I  value  the  most  are  the 
memories  of  the  boys  in  my  corridor.  The  close 
relationships,  the  understanding,  the  respect  and  the 
rapport  has  given  me  a  great  many  friends  and  has 
carried  on  long  after  they  left  the  Academy.  I  would 
like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  of  you  who  have 
contributed  so  much  to  my  life.  A  Roman  philo- 
sopher who  lived  around  85  AD  once  said,  'He  who 
enjoys  his  past  lives  twice.'  Thank  you  for  those 
memories." 

Edgar  Kaiser  on  Mac  Murphy 

"In  1974,  the  year  Mac  Murphy  retired,  the 
editors  of  the  Milestone  wrote:  To  be  able  to 
hold  consistently  a  strong  position  dealing 
with  basic  human  values  and  goals  during 
changing  times  creates  a  challenge  for  anyone, 
especially  a  teacher.  Using  his  English  classes 
as  a  backdrop,  he  has  expressed  the  need  for 
students  to  discover  through  literature  where 
they  stand.  For  forty-four  years  he  has  been 
ready  and  willing  to  support  the  athletic  teams, 
to  help  with  projects,  or  to  simply  converse  on 
a  diversity  of  topics  from  backwoods  lore  to  a 
discourse  on  philosophy.'  " 


"Mac  Murphy  —  a  kind,  gentle  man  always 
interested  in  the  well-being  of  others  —  exem- 
plifies the  motto  of  Governor  Dummer  Acade- 
my 'Non  Sibi  Sid  Allis  —  Not  for  self,  but  for 
others/  "

Mac  Murphy's  reply 

"I  think  the  group  which  I  am  honored  to 
represent  took  very  seriously  the  saying  in  loco 
parentis,  and  that  was  meant  not  in  an  admonish- 
ing sense  at  all.  What  we  did  was  to  feel  a  surrogate 
parental  pride  in  all  of  you.  First,  when  you  were 
students  at  the  school,  your  accomplishments  there 
always  gave  way  to  a  great  sense  of  pride  and 
satisfaction.  I  might  say  that  one  of  the  things  that 
makes  us  continue  to  be  enormously  proud  of  you  is 
the  business  of  watching  your  progress  in  life, 
watching  the  way  you  meet  the  challenges  of  life. 
(This,  1  suppose,  is  a  plug  in  favor  of  your  class 
secretaries.)  I  hope  that  you'll  always  keep  us 
informed  of  your  accomplishments  in  life." 
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Jack  Ragle  on  Ben  Stone 

"Have  you  ever  witnessed  a  one-man  band? 
How  about  a  school  man  who  over  a  multitude 
of  forty-three  years  patiently  coached  the  JV 
hockey  team,  played  the  piano  and  the  chapel 
organ,  accompanied  Art  Sager's  infamous  glee 
club,  taught  mathematics  and  chaired  that 
department,  acted  as  the  registrar,  dean  of 
admissions,  college  counselor,  dean  of  the 
faculty  and  served  as  an  interim  headmaster." 

"I  have  always  greatly  admired  the  concert- 
master  of  symphony  orchestras  who  prepared 
the  orchestra  for  performances  and  then  played 
second  fiddle  to  the  director.  I  remember  a 
concert  by  Yehudi  Menuhin  in  Symphony  Hall 
in  Boston.  At  an  incredible  moment  in  the 
piece  Menuhin  was  playing  a  solo  cadenza.  Just 
before  the  orchestra  was  to  re-enter,  one  of  Mr. 
Menuhin's  violin  strings  snapped.  In  the  frac- 
tion of  a  moment  that  it  took  Joseph  Silver- 
stein,  the  concertmaster,  to  pass  his  instrument 
to  Mr.  Menuhin,  the  whole  heart  of  the  audi- 
ence stopped  —  there  wasn't  a  beat  missed  nor 
a  note  omitted. 

"The  kind  of  virtuosity  and  confidence 
shown  by  a  concertmaster  to  his  director,  Ben 
Stone  represented  throughout  his  career  at 
Governor  Dummer  Academy.  Ben  Stone  was 
the  concertmaster  without  peer." 


Ben  Stone's  reply 

"First,  1  want  to  set  the  record  straight.  There  is 
some  rather  spurious  mathematical  reasoning  regard- 
ing this  274  years  of  service.  With  my  mathematical 
genius,  I  got  out  a  piece  of  scratch  paper  and  I 
reasoned  that  the  average  size  of  GDA  over  that 


forty-year  period  was  about  200  students.  And  that 
those  200  students  each  attended  for  four  years  — so 
we  are  up  to  8,000  —  and  if  we  had  to  put  a  label 
on  that  it  would  be  8,000  student  years.  But  there 
are  seven  members  of  the  Old  Guard,  so  the 
exposure  of  those  students  to  us  comes  to  56,000 
student  years." 

Jack  Ragle  on  Buster  Navins 

"None  of  the  tales  about  Buster  matches  up 
to  the  Navins  touch  of  telling  them.  Many  of 
you  came  to  GDA  already  as  talented  athletes, 
but  no  one  has  ever  woven  individual  players 
into  close  knit  teams,  intimidating  to  the  oppo- 
sition, better  than  Buster.  The  Navins  special 
touch  carried  over  into  the  classroom,  in  the 
dormitory  and  indeed  into  faculty  conclaves 
large  and  small.  I  had  the  privilege  of  coaching 
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baseball  with  Buster  one  year.  And  in  one 
particularly  close  game  he  successfully  used  the 
bunt  and  run  technique,  which  used  to  drive 
the  opposing  coaches  wild.  In  my  euphoria 
after  the  game  I  said  to  Buster,  'I  want  to 
congratulate  you  on  your  adroit  use  of  Billy 
Southworth  baseball.'  Bill  Southworth  then 
was  the  manager  of  the  Boston  Braves  and  had 
brought  the  Braves  a  pennant  the  previous  fall 
using  this  technique. 

"Buster  chuckled  all  the  way  back  to  the 
campus.  Well,  I'm  older  now  and  just  a  little  bit 
wiser,  and  what  I  should  have  realized  that  it 
was  Billy  Southworth  who  was  playing  Navins 
ball." 


Buster  Navins'  reply: 

"First  of  all,  I  want  to  defend  myself  as  a 
mathematics  teacher.  Mr.  Eames  called  me  into  his 
office  in  January  just  before  I  was  to  go  into  the 
service  and  said,  'Buster,  I'd  like  you  to  delay  your 
enlistment  for  as  long  as  possible  and  I'd  like  you  to 
teach  mathematics.'  I  replied,  'Mr.  Eames,  I  don't 
know  any  mathematics.'  He  said,  'Well  Buster, 
you've  got  two  great  tutors,  Ben  Stone  and  Ed 
Dunning.'  Well  I  had  a  math  class  4th  period  and 
6th  period,  so  I  saw  Ed  3rd  period  and  went  in  to 
teach  the  first  class  and  then  I  saw  Ben  the  5th 
period  and  then  taught  the  6th  period  class.  And 
these  kids  were  amazed  at  my  knowledge." 

"Ed  Dunning,  then  the  Business  Manager,  had  to 
report  to  my  draft  board  in  Holyoke,  MA  as  to  why 
I  would  be  essential  to  the  school  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  So  Ed  made  up  a  beautiful  presentation. 
He  read  it  to  me  and  I  said,  Ed,  that's  top  drawer. 
So  Ed  travelled  down  to  the  western  part  of  the  state 


and  approached  the  draft  board  and  talked  for 
twenty  minutes.  He  came  back  all  smiles.  We're  in, 
Buster.  I  convinced  them.  The  head  of  the  draft 
board  was  stone  deaf." 


Jack  Ragle  on  John  Witherspoon 

"It  was  the  Class  of  1980  who  invited  John 
Witherspoon  to  sing  The  Impossible  Dream' 
from  The  Man  of  La  Mancha  at  their  baccalau- 
reate service  of  their  graduation: 

To  right  the  unrightable  wrongs, 
To  love  pure  and  chaste  from  afar 
To  try  when  your  arms  are  too  weary 
This  is  my  quest,  to  follow  the  star.' 

"All  of  the  men  honored  here  know  what  it 
is  to  love  from  afar,  they  know  what  it  is  to  'try 
when  your  arms  are  too  weary'  in  order  to  help 
young  people  to  'reach  for  that  star.'  A  scholar, 
athlete,  lawyer,  agent  for  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
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Investigation,  I  shall  not  rehearse  the  details 
here: 

"The  1980  dedication  of  the  Milestone  reads: 
'During  his  thirty-three  year  tenure  here,  he 
has  been  a  quiet,  unassuming,  and  invaluable 
teacher,  coach  and  administrator.  For  the  many 
students  whom  he  has  taught  in  class  or 
coached  in  lacrosse,  basketball,  football  or  golf, 
he  has  inspired  love  and  respect.  The  mention 
of  his  name  invokes  a  warm  smile  from  Gover- 
nor Dummer  graduates.'  " 

"John's  very  presence  wherever  his  duties 
carried  him  had  an  ameliorating  effect.  When 
we  needed  to  have  the  right  faculty  presence 
in  the  French  Student  Center,  John  had  a 
stabilizing  and  healthy  'thereness.' 

"I  submit  to  you  that  my  own  personal 
conviction  to  John's  success  as  director  of 
admissions  lay  in  that  spurious  and  artful  ten- 
word  spelling  test  which  every  candidate  had 
to  take  before  leaving  the  admissions  inter- 
view." 

John  Witherspoon's  reply 

"What  I'm  doing  here  as  a  member  of  the  Old 
Guard  is  a  little  bit  of  a  mystery  to  me.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  several  people  raised  the  subject  with  me 
during  the  pre-dinner  celebrations.

I  wonder  if  1  or 
any  of  us  can  be  the  nice  guys  that  you  make  us  out 
to  be  because  nice  guys  are  supposed  to  finish  last 
and  here  we  are  finishing  right  up  at  the  top.  Thank 
you."

During  the  night  of  February  12,  Heb  Evans,  a 
teacher,  coach,  and  private  school  man  par 
excellence  passed  away  silently.  His  three  devoted 
springer  spaniels  rested  peacefully  next  to  his  bed  on 
the  following  morning. 

Heb's  death  marked  the  end  of  a  one-man 
institution  both  at  Governor  Dummer  Academy  and 
the  outside  world,  for  Heb  was  a  successful  and 
prolific  author,  a  canoeing  wilderness  expert,  a  master 
mathematician,  a  sage  advisor  and  a  friend  to 
generations  of  adolescents,  and  an  unparalleled 
wrestling  and  lacrosse  coach.  Heb  dedicated  himself  to 
the  education  of  student-athletes  year  after  year.  He 
leaves  behind  him  a  legacy  of  mythic  proportions  and 
hundreds  of  GDA  graduates  are  indebted  to  this  man 
of  vast  standards  and  unbounded  dedication. 

The  following  are  some  reflections  from  his  former 
students  and  colleagues  on  the  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  faculty  given  during  a  memorial  service  in 
Moseley  Chapel  on  Sunday,  February  24.

"Reflections  on  a  Coach" 

by  Michael  K.  Mulligan  '71 

When  Heb  was  three  years  old,  he 
had  relentlessly  pursued  some  domestic 
fowl  about  the  yard.  Returning  empty- 
handed  into  the  far?iily  home,  he  report- 
ed: "Mother,  do  you  know  that  the 
chickens  can  run  considerably  faster 
than  1  can?" 

Some  perception  for  a  three  year-old! 
Most  toddlers  can  barely  articulate 
needs  at  that  age,  but  not  so  with  young 
Heberton.  (Somehow  I  cannot  imagine 
Heb  announcing  a  syllable  in  anything 
but  stentorian  tones!)  Yet  even  as  a 
mere  lad  he  was  different;  his  percep- 
tion, articulation,  intelligence,  and  sensi- 
tivity, (a  powerful  trait  not  so  obvious  to 
casual  observors)  were  abundant  qual- 
ities in  Heb  —  ones  that  characterized 
him  throughout  his  adult  life.  Doubtles- 
sly, these  qualities  enabled  him  to  be- 
come one  of  the  most  influential  masters 
Governor  Dummer  has  ever  known. 

Every  arena  was  a  forum  for  the 
expression  of  these  qualities.  He  created 
an  atmosphere  of  fun,  warmth,  and 
humor  in  the  classroom,  the  wrestling 
room,  and  on  the  playing  fields.  Heb's 
endless  quips  and  repartees  with  his 
students  were  constarit  entertainment 
amidst  the  education  that  was  ever 
present.  ("The  bottom  -wrestler  is  like  a 
table;  you  have  to  remove  at  least  two  of 
the  legs  to  knock  it  over"  ...  "There  is  a 
difference  between  pain  and  injury  —  it 
may  hurt  but  it's  not  hurting  you"  ...  "1 
would  not  want  to  play  lacrosse  in  the 
'winter  and  I  would  not  want  to  wrestle 
in  lacrosse"  ...  "How  were  we?  We  were 
putrid...")  Because  of  Heb's  gruff  charm, 
and  obvious  love  of  sports,  his  athletes 
learned  not  only  to  love  him,  but  to  love 
the  sports  he  coached. 


Heb  respected  and  liked  kids.  For 
many  students,  Heb  'was  the  first  adult 
who  treated  them  with  dignity  and  not 
condescension.  And  to  his  -wrestlers, 
lacrosse  players  and  dorm  proctors,  he 
confirmed  a  special  status.  He  stated,  in 
essence,  if  you  have  proven  trustworthy , 
then  I  trust  you.  And  implicit  within 
that  trust  were  high  expectations.  Like 
an  Old  Testament  Father,  he  expected 
his  boys  to  produce.  The  pressure  on  the 
top  flight  wrestler  or  lacrosse  player 
was  tremendous  because  of  Heb's 
unstated  expectations.  To  let  him  dozen 
~was  more  than  many  could  bear.  Ironi- 
cally, in  the  nineteen  years  I  knew  Heb, 
I  never  sazv  him  ask  more  of  a  student 
than  what  was  reasonable.  In  general, 
he  recognized  what  an  athlete  could  do 
before   the   athlete   knew   it,   and   then 


gave  the  athlete  a  chance  to  prove  it  to 
himself. 

Lastly,  Heb  knew  that  to  achieve 
much,  much  must  be  expected:  he  did 
not  believe  in  ducking  the  tough  oppo- 
nents. He  believed  in  playing  the  best, 
and  in  so  doing  getting  the  best  from 
individuals  and  teams.  He  showed  time 
and  time  again  that  with  proper  instruc- 
tion, confidence,  and  respect,  the  scraw- 
ny 105  pounder  or  the  scrappy 
uninitiated  sophomore  mid-fielder  could 
develop  into  the  New  Eng- 
land All-Star.  In  some  ways,  much  of 
Heb's  success  came  down  to  his  believ- 
ing in  his  athletes  before  they  ever 
believed  in  themselves.  And  in  so  doing, 
he  created  adults  out  of  adolescents  and 
touched  generations  of  students  in  ways 
that  few  teachers  ever  have  or  can. 


Heb  taught  the  fundamentals  -  the  key  to  success. 
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There  will  be  no  replacing  Heb.  The 
man  was  unique  from  the  start.  I  only 
hope  that  in  some  way  we  can  learn 
from  what  he  has  shown  so  many  of  us 
over  the  years:  that  students  learn  not 
only  when  they  are  instructed  well,  but 
-when  they  are  respected,  cared  for,  and 
held  to  unmitigated  standards  of  excel- 
lence. 

Mr.  Mulligan,  a  1971  graduate  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy,  was  a 
New  England  Wrestling  Champion 
at  the  121  pound  weight  class  in  his 
senior  year.  A  faculty  member  at 
Governor  Dummer  for  eight  years, 
he  presently  serves  as  Director  of 
College  Placement. 


"Reflections  on  Heb  Evans"

For  all  of  us  here  this  afternoon,  Heb 
ivas  a  very  special  person.  We  all 
learned  that  the  time  it  took  to  know 
him  was  so  worthwhile;  because  once 
you  knew  Heb,  you  couldn't  help  but 
love  him  dearly. 

I  first  met  Heb  in  tenth  grade  math 
class.  Math  was  my  least  favorite  sub- 
ject and  it  didn't  seem  that  monotone 
Heb  was  going  to  make  it  any  more 
exciting.  I  remember  wondering:  "Does 
he  have  a  sense  of  humor?"  "Is  he  really 
as  gruff  as  he  seems?"  "Does  he  truly 
believe  that  the  co-education  of  Gover- 
nor Dummer  was  the  worst  thing  that 


happened  to  the  Academy?"  1  discov- 
ered, after  some  time,  J  was  completely 
ivrong  on  all  of  these  counts. 

Much  to  my  initial  distress,  I  needed 
to  be  turored  by  Heb  outside  of  class.  It 
wasn't  long,  however,  before  the 
dreaded  extra  help  sessions  evolved  into 
a  time  for  sharing  stories  about  puppies, 
lacrosse,  and  camping.  I  soon  discovered 
the  Heb  who  loved  the  understated 
wisdom  of  Winnie  the  Pooh  ...  the  Heb 
who  played  with  puppies  until  they  fell 
exhausted  in  his  lap  ...  and  the  Heb  with 
a  wonderful  sense  of  humor.  In  the 
spring,  I  found  a  friend  who  understood 
the  trauma  of  a  broken  lacrosse  stick 
and  knew  what  to  do  about  it,  a  fan 
whose  presence  on  the  sidelines  made 
me  play  better,  and  a  person  who 
genuinely  understood  how  much  I  loved 
my  dog. 

Our  visits  continued  long  after  I 
caught  on  to  math  and  years  after  I 
graduated  from  Governor  Dummer.  A 
letter  from  Heb  at  college  would  inevi- 
tably make  my  day,  even  if  it  didn't  say 
anything  other  than:  "My  players  can't 
walk  and  chew  gum  at  the  same  time." 

For  all  his  giving,  he  refused  to 
receive  any  special  recognition.  I  re- 
member when  he  had  his  stroke.  I  had 
told  my  brother  who  wrestles  for  Exeter. 
The  Exeter  coach  got  all  his  wrestlers 
together  and  sent  Heb  a  card.  Shortly 
after,  I  visited  Heb  at  Cottage  and  one 
of  the  first  things  he  said  was:  "Julie, 
you  didn't  have  to  tell  the  world."  To 
which  I  responded:  "I  didn't  tell  the 
world,  I  just  told  my  brother.  And 
anyway,  it's  just  because  we  care." 
Well,  Heb  wouldn't  have  any  of  that

talk,  so  he  continued  in  his  usual  man- 
ner of  making  his  point  by  repeating: 
"Julie,  you  didn't  have  to  tell  the 
world."

"Reflections  on  Heb  Evans"

I  was  fortunate  to  have  known  Heb 
Evans  both  here  at  Governor  Dummer 
and  in  the  world  I  think  he  loved  the 
most,  the  Canadian  wilderness. 

I  spent  four  summers  at  Keewaydin, 
the  central  Ontario  canoeing  camp 
where  Heb  taught  hundreds  of  campers 
the  ivays  of  the  woods  for  more  than 
twenty-five  years. 

Two  of  those  summers  I  went  on  the 
long  trip  to  James  Bay  with  Heb,  and  on 
the  first,  down  the  Rupert  and  Eastmain 
Rivers  in  1970,  I  was  lucky  enough  to  be 
his  bowman.  He  took  me  aside  dozens  of 
times  that  summer  to  teach  me  how  to 
"read." 

The  color  of  water  and  what  it  meant 
about  the  depth  of  a  rapid;  the  throw  of 
water  and  how  it  signalled  the  best 
route  around  obstacles.  He  taught  me 
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how  to  read  the  sky  and  the  winds  and 
how  they  might  affect  our  search  for  a 
campsite  later  and  the  weather  in  the 
following  24  hours.  He  taught  me  to 
read  the  bark  and  grain  of  standing 
dead  trees  for  fires  he  could  make  in  a 
flash  in  a  downpour. 

Those  who  knew  Heb  in  Canada  have 
lost  more  than  a  great  friend.  He  was  a 
link  to  the  past,  to  the  old  guides  from 
the  small  Ontario  river  town  of  Matta- 
wa  who  made  Keewaydin  perhaps  the 
greatest  canoe  camp. 

His  was  the  old  way.  He  respected 
water,  a  river's  power.  I  remember  one 
time  scouting  a  long  rapid  with  him  for 
more  than  two  hours.  Many  people  run 
rivers  like  highways,  as  fast  as  possible. 
Not  Heb.  After  all  that  scouting,  he 
knew  the  river  was  too  powerful,  the 
obstacles  too  great  for  a  run.  Many 
others  would  have  run  that  rapid  simply 
because  of  the  investment  of  time  put 
into  reading  the  water.  But  even  when 
he  didn't  run  a  rapid,  Heb  considered 
reading  it  another  interesting  chapter. 
We  spent  much  of  the  rest  of  the 
afternoon  portaging  around  it. 

I  remember  a  long  bus  trip  one  spring 
here  at  Governor  Dummer.  The  lacrosse 
team  was  playing  another  school  out  in 
the  country.  I  was  sitting  by  a  window 
in  the  front,  across  from  Heb.  We  were 
driving  through  New  Hampshire  and  a 
river  wound  its  way  briefly,  near  our 
road.  A  rapid  was  visible  down  a  hill, 
and  I  thought  I  was  the  only  one 
reading  the  water.  But  Heb  leaned 
across  the  aisle  a  little,  and,  in  the  tone 
of  a  friend  sharing  a  special  secret,  he 
said,  "Where's  the  run?" 

One  of  my  most  vivid  memories  of 
traveling  with  Heb  is  of  paddling  down 
the  last  leg  of  the  Eastmain,  a  majestic 
river  that  drains  into  the  east  side  of 
James  Bay.  We  had  been  out  about  45 
days,  and  on  the  last  leg  the  tiny  village 
of  Eastmain  came  into  view.  About  300 
Cree  Indians  lived  there,  plus  a  few 
whites.  It  was  Heb's  fourth  time  down 
the  Eastmain. 

Half  a  dozen  young  Cree  boys  ran 
out  to  the  end  of  a  dock,  stripped  off  all 
but  their  underwear  and  dove  into  the 
river.  They  swam  excitedly  out  to  our 
five  canoes  and  welcomed  us  to 
Eastmain.  We  got  the  same  warm  recep- 
tion throughout  the  village  mainly  be- 
cause they  respected  Heb,  because  they 
knew  of  his  respect  for  their  backyard, 
the  country  that  stretched  for  hundreds 
of  miles  in  all  directions.  He  was  as 
native  to  that  land  as  they,  and  he  cared 


about  their  country  as  much  as  anyone. 

I  didn't  show  it  as  much  as  I  wish  I 
had,  but  I  cared  a  lot  about  Heb.  And 
for  what  he  stood  for,  either  around 
here  on  in  the  woods.  I'll  miss  him  very 
much.  But  every  time  I  take  my  son  and 
point  out  the  beauty  of  a  rapid,  or  a 
loon,  or  the  northern  lights,  Heb  will  be 
pointing  with  me.

"A  Moveable  Wall"

In  his  poem  "Mending  Wall,"  Robert 
Frost  talks  about  the  unseen  force  which 
abhors  walls  and  unnecessary  bounda- 
ries: 

"Something  there  is  that  doesn't  love 
a  wall..." 

I  would  suggest  that  the  enigmatic  force 
which  works  to  remove  barriers  is  God 
himself.  As  much  as  Heb  would  strive  to 
insulate  himself  from  touching  and  be- 
ing touched,  that  force  would  strive 
more  powerfully  to  knock  the  stones 
from  his  wall. 

The  relationships  which  he  shared 
with  those  of  us  here  today  will  stand  as 
an  even  more  enduring  legacy  of  his 
inability  to  wall  himself  off  from  our 
love  and  respect.  Try  as  he  might  to 
pretend  that  he  could  hide  behind  an 
impenetrable  wall  of  gruffness  and 
aloofness,  his  wall  was  full  of  gaping 
holes  and  inviting  crevices.  His  love  and 
concern  could  not  help  but  ooze  through 
the  chinks  in  the  wall.  Our  responses  of 
appreciation  and  understanding  had 
little  trouble  finding  a  clear  channel  into 
the  heart  of  the  man. 

Heb  touched  me  in  an  unforgetable 
way.  He  did  two  things  for  me  which  I 
will  always  appreciate  and  cherish.  He 
gave  me  a  vision  of  myself  as  an  athlete 
that  I  had  never  glimpsed  before.  He 
also  gave  me  a  picture  of  myself  as  a 
potential  leader  which  set  the  stage  for 
further  leadership  opportunities  I  might 
never  had  attained  without  his  encour- 
agement. 

Allow  me  to  share  a  brief  vignette 
from  my  experience  with  Heb  which  will 
serve  to  illustrate  my  point  about  the 
chinks  in  his  wall.  I  served  as  captain  of 
Heb's  wrestling  team  in  1965.  I  was 
anxious  to  return  to  campus  the  follow- 
ing year  and  cheer  on  the  team  against 
our  arch-rival  -  -  Phillips  Exeter.  Eack- 
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ing  travel  funds,  I  hitch-hiked  from 
Chicago  to  South  Byfield,  arriving  just 
before  the  start  of  the  wrestling  meet. 
The  team  seemed  somehow  inspired  by 
this  show  of  support  on  my  part  and 
responded  with  an  impressive  perfor- 
mance on  the  mat.  Shortly  after  return- 
ing to  college  in  Illinois,  I  received  a 
terse  note  from  Heb  which  contained  the 
following  passage: 

...I  can't  explain  how  your  visit 
affected  the  team,  but  I'm  not 
above  playing  on  that  emotion  if  it 
will  help  us  win.  I  would  like  you 
to  come  home  to  help  us  with  the 
New  England  Interscholastic  tour- 
nament in  two  weeks.  But  for 
God's  sake,  don't  hitch-hike  again! 
I  am  sending  you  a  round-trip 
plane  ticket. 

He  did  send  the  ticket  and  I  attended 
the  tournament,  joining  him  on  the 
team's  bench.  I  don't  recall  the  outcome

of  the  tournament,  but  I  will  always 
remember  how  thrilled  and  overwhelm- 
ed I  felt  that  he  had  placed  that  kind  of 
trust  and  confidence  in  me.  I  carried 
that  letter  around  with  me  for  years  and 
often  referred  to  it  when  I  needed  to  be 
encouraged  and  inspired.  That's  the  kind 
of  man  Heb  Evans  was,  and  that  is  how 
he  affected  me  and  contributed  to  my 
growth. 

It  is  my  prayer  today  that  we  would 
do  more  than  just  remember  Heb  and 
enjoy  the  reminiscences  of  our 
relationships  with  him.  I  hope  that  we 
would  strive  to  encourage  and  nurture 
one  another  as  he  was  able  to  do.  He 
tried  to  pretend  that  he  wasn't  reaching 
out,  but  our  presence  here  in  this  chapel 
on  this  day  bears  eloquent  witness.  May 
we  strive  to  exemplify  his  strengths  and 
to  overcome  the  weakness  which  he 
overcame  in  touching  us  and  making  his 
mark  on  our  lives.

Winter  Sports 


Talent,  dedication,  team- 
work, sportsmanship,  per- 
severance ...  all  aptly  describe 
the  spirit  of  Governor  Dummer 
athletics.  To  be  called  cham- 
pions takes  added  resolve  on 
the  part  of  a  team;  and  Gover- 
nor Dummer  Academy  can 
consider  itself  fortunate  when 
it  honored  two  championship 
teams  —  men's  basketball  and 
women's  volleyball  —  at  the 
annual  varsity  winter  sports 
banquet. 


Basketball 

The  basketball  season  began  early 
with  tournaments  in  New  York  City 
and  Richmond,  Virginia,  where  the 
Govs  finished  in  first  and  second 
place  respectively,  suffering  their 
only  loss  of  the  season  to  a  national- 
ly ranked  Washington,  D.C.  high 
school.  Twenty-two  victories  later, 
the  team  was  lifting  each  other  to 
the  basket  for  the  ceremonial  cut- 
ting of  the  net  in  claiming  their 
Class  C  championship  against  rival 
B  B  &  N.  Coach  Steve  Metz  charac- 
terized his  team  as  "very  talented 
individually  but  with  each  player 
lending  complementary  strengths  to 
the  team."  Season  honors  go  to 
Steve  Bucknall  '85  who  was  named 
to  the  Parade  magazine  High  School 
All-America  Basketball  Team  and  to 
the  McDonald's  All-America  Team. 
Bucknall  established  a  new  single 
season  scoring  record  with  758 
points  in  25  games  (30  points/ 
game),  scoring  45  of  the  team's  75 
points  in  the  championship  game. 
He  was  named  the  team's  most 
valuable  player  and  earned  All- 
League  honors.  As  well,  juniors 
Derek  Small  received  All-League 
honors  and  Paul  Nardone  earned  an 
honorable  mention.  Other  season- 
long  standouts  were  junior  Dave 
Moore  and  senior  Anthony  Fusco. 
Although  the  team  will  be  graduat- 
ing some  talented  players,  the  core 
of  Nardone,  Small  and  Moore  re- 
mains for  next  season. 

Volleyball 

In  women's  volleyball,  the  only 
team  which  gave  the  Govs  a  close 
call  was  rival  Milton  Academy.  Fin- 
ishing   14-0    for   the    season,    these 


ladies  have  accomplished  much 
with  team  work  and  consistent  play. 
Seniors  Esmee  Huggard,  Meredith 
Lazo,  Paula  Goldberg,  Dinah  Daley 
and  Sue  Edelstein  led  the  team 
to  its  third  consecutive  I.S.L. 
championship.  The  character  and 
determination  of  this  team  is  illus- 
trated in  the  championship  match, 
when  losing  12-14  and  facing  match 
point  and  losing  their  title,  the  team 
pulled  together  to  win  the  final 
game  of  the  match  16-14.  Most 
Valuable  Player  awards  went  to 
Esmee  Huggard  '85  and  Paula  Gold- 
berg '85.  While  the  team  is  graduat- 
ing some  talented  seniors,  a  solid 
core  of  underclassmen  including  co- 
captain  Amy  Hefford  '86  will  be 
returning.  Congratulations  to  Coach 
Betsy  Clark  and  her  team  for  an 
excellent  season. 

Ice  Hockey 

The  men's  ice  hockey  team  tested 
their  mettle  early  in  the  GDA- 
Brooks  Christmas  tournament,  win- 
ning the  consolation  round  and 
finishing  the  tourney  with  a  2-2 
record.  A  young  team  sporting  only 
three  seniors,  the  Govs'  youth  and 
inexperience  held  them  back  from 
achieving  a  better  record.  Coach 
Larry  Piatelli  hopes  that  the  grow- 
ing pains  have  subsided  and  that 
next  year's  team  will  be  more  ma- 
ture and  experienced.  Senior  de- 
fenseman  Nolden  Johnson  and 
goalie  Quinn  Pollock  earned  team 
MVP  awards  and  were  named  to  the 
senior  All-Star  and  All-League 
teams.  In  addition,  Pollock  was  se- 
lected to  the  All  Eastern  New  En- 
gland team. 

The  women's  ice  hockey  team 
celebrated  its  first  season  as  a  bona- 
fide  varsity  sport.  Coach  Lynda 
Bromley  noted  the  team's  courage 
and  determination  as  they  faced 
opposing  squads  which  had  consid- 
erable depth  and  experience.  She 
praised  captain  and  season  MVP

No  words  can  adequately  describe 
the   loss   of  a   coach   such   as   Heb 


Evans.  But  what  is  a  true  testimony 
of  courage  and  dedication  to  a  man 
and  a  sport  is  reflected  in  this  year's 
squad.

We  are  happy  to  reprint  portions  of  the 
following  letter  from  former  faculty  member 
HAROLD  "Slim"  CURTISS  to  Headmaster 
Peter  Bragdon  to  catch  you  up  with  three  of 
our  former  masters. 

"You  probably  heard  of  the  reunion  of  us 
who  had  taught  at  Governor  Dummer  about 
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1940  which  Helen  Barry,  Fred  Stott  and  I 
organized  at  Tilton  House  last  June  and  all 
the  Old  Guard  were  there  with  the  exception 
of  Buster  Navins,  who  was  in  Pittsburgh  on 
Sager  business.  We  had  a  fine  turn-out. 

In  1942,  the  Milestone  was  dedicated  to 
Chan  Hill,  Fred  Stott  and  myself,  three  about 
to  depart  to  "save"  our  country.  The  picture 
taken  at  that  time  for  the  dedication  we  had 
duplicated  in  a  present  day  mode  with  the 
enclosed  result,  which  you  might  like  for 
your  archives. 

Briefly  it  might  be  of  interest  to  know  that 
Chan  became  an  officer  in  the  Navy  and  had 
a  spectacular  career  on  a  destroyer.  After  the 
war  he  went  into  the  publishing  business 
and  is  now  mostly  retired.  Fred  became  a 
captain  in  the  Marines  and  won  the  Silver 
Star  for  bravery  at  I  think  Iwo  Jima,  or  maybe 
Saipan.

1946  with  two  others  I  purchased  the  Kee- 
waydin  Camps  on  Lake  Dunmore,  VT,  where 
I  started  as  a  junior  staff  man  in  1936.  As  of 
1982  I  am  mostly  retired,  though  I  am  very 
active  in  community  affairs  and  am  Clerk  of 
this  village  of  East  Middlebury."

At  the  Old  Guard  Testimonial  several  peo- 
ple asked  me  what  I've  been  doing  during 
the  last  35  years  or  so  and  were  particularly 
interested  in  our  life  in  Maine.  So  here  goes, 
an  encapsulated  look  at  old  Duff  since  June 
1946. 

After  Dartmouth  and  an  M.A.  in  American 
Literature  from  Boston  University,  I  came 
back  to  GDA  for  a  couple  of  very  rewarding 
years  teaching  English  and  Spanish  and  help- 
ing out  Buster  Navins  and  Mac  Murphy  on 
the  friendly  fields  of  strife.  Then  my  Army 
CIC  unit  was  called  to  active  duty  (Korean 
conflict),  I  got  married  and  spent  a  year 
chasing  spies  in  Iceland.  After  discharge  I 
went  to  Val's  hometown,  Minneapolis,  where 
I  discovered  the  world  of  advertising  — 
Campbell-Mithun  and  BBDO.  Two  children, 
Jonathan  and  Elizabeth,  now  26  and  24, 
joined  the  team  before  we  all  left  for  Chicago 
and  the  publishing  world:  Harper-Atlantic 
Sales,  the  advertising /promotion  arm  of 
Harper's  Magazine  and  the  Atlantic  Monthly.

Giving  to  Governor  Dummer  Academy 

"l  give,  devise,  and  bequeath,  unto  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  Foxcroft  and  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  Chauncey 
and  Mr.  Nathaniel  Dummer  of  Newbury  in  the  county  of  Essex,  my  dwelling  house  and  farm  and 
all  my  real  estate  lying  and  being  in  Newbury  upon  this  special  use  and  trust  ...of  erecting,  building 
and  finishing  a  grammar  school  house..." 

(excerpted  from  the  will  of  Lt.  Governor  William  Dummer,  1761) 


Governor  Dummer  Academy,  the  nation's 
oldest  preparatory  school  for  boys,  received  its 
humble  beginnings  in  1761  when  Lt.  Governor 
William  Dummer  had  a  vision  of  a  grammar 
school  on  his  Newbury  estate.  Not  only  does  the 
Academy  owe  its  very  existence  to  a  bequest,  but 
over  the  years  Governor  Dummer  Academy's 
continued  strength  and  well-being  have  been 
greatly  enhanced  by  the  bequests  of  many 
individuals. 

We  would  like  to  make  two  points  in  this 
article:  first,  the  importance  of  having  a  will,  and 
second,  through  one's  will  of  having  the 
opportunity  to  help  an  institution  one  cares 
about  deeply. 

The  need  for  an  up-to-date  will  has  always 
been  stressed.  Yet,  even  in  today's  age  of 
sophistication  and  education  about  financial 
planning  and  caring  for  one's  estate  distribution, 
all  too  often  we  continue  to  hear  of  people  who 
die  without  a  will  or  without  a  current  will.  The 
attitude  of  "Nothing  will  happen  to  me.",  "1 
don't  need  a  will.",  "My  estate  is  too  small,"  or 


"I'll  wait  until  tomorrow,"  all  too  often 
dominates  one's  thinking.  Likewise,  often  there 
is  a  change  in  a  person's  family  life  (death, 
divorce,  move)  which  may  affect  one's  thinking 
about  distribution  of  the  estate.  All  states  have 
intestate  (no  will  at  death)  laws  outlining  the 
distribution  of  one's  estate.  Writing  a  will  is 
painless,  not  that  expensive  and  a  way  to  fulfill 
one's  wishes.  Whether  or  not  a  charitable  bequest 
is  to  be  made  is  not  now  the  point.  The  point  is 
to  suggest  that  it  is  proper  to  have  a  will  so  that 
one's  assets  will  be  distributed  as  one  chooses. 

The  second  point  is  to  urge  you  to  consider  a 
bequest  to  Governor  Dummer  Academy.  Through 
a  bequest  many  people  are  able  to  give  a  much 
larger  gift  than  they  perhaps  thought  possible.  A 
bequest  may  be  named  to  honor  a  loved  one,  may 
be  designated  for  scholarships,  for  a  specific 
academic  or  program  area,  or  for  the  general 
support  of  the  Academy.  Bequests  to  charitable 
institutions  range  from  the  small  to  the  very, 
very  sizeable.  If  your  will  has  already  been 
written,  it  is  a  simple  process  to  add  a  codicil 
should  you  be  so  inclined.
